nioiiiiuK at fl:4j o'clock causej the 
body of a woman to come into view 
Though not jtosltlVely Identified, it 
Is supposed to ba the body of Miss 
Robbie Woodrnff,steward on the tow 
boat Henrietta. Miss Woodruff was 
missed Wednesday, May 8, whila tha 
boat was near the railroad bridge 
over the I'eii iicssee rivac, to Blias 
above PaJucab. 

CkpUla W. R. Smith, of the Cas- 
talla, harbot boat of the Ayer-LoxJ 
fleet, first aaw the body. The Castalla 
\v:i> backing into Che river shifting 
ilie tie barges, when the body, which 
had been caimiil under the coal flat, 
rose to the surlaie. Herbert Bgeston, 
S watChiain, and J(jlui Jacobs, a flre- 
nian. taught the body and brought it 
to tha «ity in a skiff. At 10 o'clock It 
waa removed to tha Ouy Nance Un- 
dertaking atore. Only one man was 
found thl* monring who could say 
that ttii body was that of Miss Wood- 
ruff. Thomas Haw l< Ins. of .\lotiopo- 
tls, who knew Miae Woodruff, Ihougbt 
be could Identity her by bar tlothlug 
and her phyaiqua. 

Coroner Prank Bakar saw the body 
and ordered It embalmed to await 
more witnesses. Ha will hold an in- 
quest when jidiuc one who can IJentl- 
f.v the body, can lie found, or when 
the Henrietta with i > cicw returnu. 

Ml«s flobble Woodruff has been on 
the Henrietta for sevaral years and 
was raputed to be part owner of the 
boat. Uer business on tha boat was 
that of steward. 'She* was rhe only 
wl>ite woman on the boat. Opinlotvs 
aiuong the local river men who know 
.Mice Woodruff, vary as to the proha- 
lile cause of hoi- death. .'\s none of 
tiie crew profess to have seen h«r 
fall off the boat or disappear, the 
theory of tnlelda la accaptad among 
many, it la alio aald- that aha might 
have fallen off the boat In the confu- 
sion that ittended the sinking of the 
Henileita's (oal flat last Wednesday. 
Tlie rejioi t of her dl.'?«ppearance was 
iMiiimhi to (he city l)y the return of 
the boat Thursday after more coa! 

John Wright,' a river cook who 
knew Miss Woodruff well,*saw tha 
body this afternoon and haa no 
doubt about Its Identity.
